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X am a veterrn of lorXd bar XI* my time of service Z 
did nothing remarkable* I only served 'within and without the 
country as ordered , and when the tiir> came that the war van done, 

I woe happy to remove my uniform and become, once again, a 
ctviUaii. I was no more than ame of the many who made up the 
millions, 

ws such I would now speak, an i witti a terrible urgency 
within me to speak and be heard, for I fear that that for which 
we fought, ay fellows and I, is in imminent danger of betr yal 
the leaders the American nation has set over it. My mind is 
a conflict of anger, futility and despair, nnd in it is the 
bitter realization that that which the American leaders have thus 
far done, and that which it would se-src they intend to do, is not 
enough. America's puny international program of today is rot that 
for which my fellow b and I gave up the many ye rp of our lives, 
and, in extreme cases, life itself. 

Like most Americans I loathed military service. I found it 
to be the complete antithesis of my upbringing in civilian America. 
But, discharging my citizen* r duty, I served for five years during 
the letfi war. And, while 1 hope that henceforth and forevermore 
America's young men may serve her with better weans than with 
weapons of death in their hands, I would gladly do as much again 
at any time we were immediately faced with a war of survival. 


The democratic ideal, admit edly imperfect among us, but surely 
better realized in this land than in any other, is more important 
than my little life or pot y ambitions. Behind this America of 
ours lies too much agony, too much striving, on the part of our 
forefathers, on the part of my dead comrades in arms, thst I 
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ghoul d ever wish t* break frith. In the remote possibility of 

ke$ping the last feeble glimmer of the -meric an ideal a living 

t ing in this earth, I should cdftttt it an honor to participate 

in the last bitter battle of utter hopelessness against i superior 

enemy. 

How far is the superior enemy from our gates? hot far, I -fhink 
h-c is tA# superior enemy? '.tonne w*rfar« in the hands of rithlnse 
men, ■'•he measured, de operate plea? of our scientists, the only 
men with sufficient understanding of atomic power to kuow the horror 
that is cro-'-tad among us, warn us to act, boldly and soon, fir the 
time in which we rosy do so is short# 

The atomic age has burnt upon an unready world# By their 
every word and deed, the leaders of this nation, and of all the 
nation* of the earth, demonstrate themselves incapable of a genius 
of statesmanship to match the genius of the men who ere ted atonic 
power. Ihcir only answer thus fr.r, beyond s continued reliance 
upon armies and navys, to iay possibly as obsolete 'if Vo.ights in 
armor , has been the creation of the United Nations Organisation , a 
helpless debating society. 

I do not criticise the motives of men who honestly piece s 
reliance in the United Nations organisation, for they are men of 
peace. But I do criticise the t?ourht process that permits them to 
rely upon an organization that clearly cannot, save through moral 
pressure, exercise any control over the great sovereign powers of 
the earth, *nd I do violently criticize the structure end powers 
of the United Nations Organisation# I see in it only a cloak 
behind which potential gre seers may arm for war-nay, are arming 
for u r. I see in it only a stage upon which Machiavellian actors 
may play-nay, are playing, to dissemble the unwary. I see in it 
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an organisation without power to compel oven an academic consideration 
®f vital world issues, and oulject to a multitude of leg 1 subterfuge* 
to impede the search for ruth and decency • Admirable though its 
purport, • it is an organization, m ^reaeetly const 4 tut ed, that the 
world woult actually be the bet *r witHout, for by its vMy presence 
it beelouds the true perspective of the state of tho world. It is,

to occur, civilization as we understand it, will most certainly 
join the ranks of other forgotten epochs. The very creators of 
the bomb are trying desperately and unanimously to warn us of the 
terror they have created. They know, contrary to the opinions of 
the self-styled "experts” th t fete re is no defense save the defense 
of a guarantee that at this point in the course of the world* s 
history, wnrs cease. To emphasise their warnings are the b- ttwred, 
lifeless hulks of two -Japanese cities, destroyed in one blinding 
flash, and now mute and awful test, irony to the terror that is 
loosed and, i*s yet, uncontrolled among us. And they further wern 
that these bombs were but uny forerunners of bombs that can be 
brought into existence, perhaps already are in existence. I do 
not disbelieve them. 

Our leaders have chosen to ignore the warnings of the scientists. 
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They have done, and seemingly propose to do, nothing to gu*f**®b®® 
the peace of tht world* I t our leader*- foil ui» th t we 

need new leader' of s stronger, tougher breed who, while pl«df»d 
to a highly moral concept of good will and decency, will be sufficiently 
Intelligent as not to place? r-n entire reliance upon good will elone 
in a world wh* r*. s vage brute force end bad frith lurk very much at 
large. I submit fch t it is not immoral to demand and veh force, in 

accord nc© with our American v-nluec, a world in which ran can live 

« ; 

in peace end decency even though such demands should have te be 
enforced at the cost of one more war-a war to be fought, if *uch 
should prove necessary, while we alone ar in possearion of that 
wee , on before which all other on/ftare as nothing. X prefer 
the concept of a war of prevention to the prospect of p.n almost 
cert in wj r of desperation in the event we do nothing. 

Uur leaders, admitting the bankruptcy of their program, are 
now preparing up for life in a world armed r gainst itself, e world 
where deathly fear will be the constant cors’enion of all people* 

Our military men now begin to explain to us how even an atomic 
war c*»n be "won." The people of the nation end of the world, 
daily despairing more and more, increasingly resign themselves to 
another war In our time. The people of the nation end of tbo 
world are deserving of better then this* 

1 question the meaning of "victory* in an atomic war , unless 
the hollow spectacle of a handful of starving, miser-- ble people 
standing upon the wreck of twentieth century civilization, and 
plunged into a new dark ages, be victory. Rather, I think the 
victors would be those fortunate cnee who, in the struggle, 
attained death. I cannot conceive, nor h&ve I any desire to 
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live a life er dev oid ©f meaning as would be life after an atomic 
war | for I have experienced the richness and promise of the preeeabj 
l roduct of atany toiling generations* And yet, if once destroyed, 
modern civilian;, ion. will, not •£« r«"£:tyrcd*'in ut-.v.y timer tip* lifespan 
of men now living. I submit that we will do well to ponder the 

implications oJ thin problem with care, for this time ><c cannot

afford or survive one mistake, ,■■^4*#’ 

I submit that no,,, if ever, ir the time to act* If ever r 
time war then bold experiment was jur: rifled, that time is ftow. 
hitherto men, and nations could afford, mid history tells ts did 
constantly invert, in, the luxury of warfare, hven the latest #®« 
cost but a trillion of treasure an tens of millions of liyee* In 
the face of the entire world’s wealth nftd lives, such a a#St was 
still small* The paying of it has not Permanently ir -aired our 
civilization. The world prior to now has been able to recover* 
Selfishness, viclousness, and absolute sovereignty have been, prior 
to now, things for which the world could pay the price. 

But no longer. We must hove a complete break with the. falling 
precedents of the past, proved in repeated disaster. Granted, 
anything we do may fail, for no product of man bears the stamp of 
ultimate perfection* but wh t we are doing now is almost certain 
to fail* Bo ere gambling with oblivion, and we have not, as yet, 
provided ourselves with even a reasonable hope of winning the 
gamble* 

Thus far one great voice has been raised in warning, the voice 
of Winston Churchill. Unfortunately he is saddled with convictions 
of empire which we do not, most of ue, admire, nd he ha# made the 
greet error of seemingly suggesting tbit America underwrite Britain’s 
era ire. On these points his critics have succeeded admirably In 
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debunking his entire statement. But Kinston Churchill’s speech at 
Fulton, Missouri was the fir at responsible statement 'oy any gresfc 
lender of the democratic world concarui)|g the dark future iato which 

wt) rre proceeding. -‘inston Church' ill sees the danger inherent in 
a world over some p^rts of which tyranny and terror still rule* and 
go forth unchecked to doaggre sion. He has c lied upon us to face 
the problem* 1 suggest th-t we will do well to face it 
now. nd 1 further su gg est tht ineton Churchill ’ s warning is 
more worthy of credence than are the unconvincing reas r nrencos voiced 
by the present American administration* 

I f*.-er that Churchill’ speech will end by being honored ii 
the first trump of doom in e *.orld th t has not much longer to 
continue. 

How many wars of self-defence, each time at the risk of our 

whole world, must we have fought before we l*-arn th t good will 
elone la not enough? We don’t try to operate our internal society 
by good will alone, for we mow, as a matter of simple common sense, 
that that would utterly fail. ’ e provide laws, and a police force 
to enforce those laws, to keep irres oasible and dangerous elements 
in line, The outlaws are, and will always be, among us. nd just 

as there are outlaws among us, there will be outlaws *>mong nations. 


capable of wreaking untold harm upon the world, for so long as 
nations have absolute sovereignty. Curb them we must, very soon, 
and this time permanently, for we arm hot facing our last chance. 
This is the gamble with oblivion. 

I do not hesitate to name the outlaw nations. They are Russia 9 
and to e lesser extent only because they inherently nose a lesser 


threat, taventina and Spain. Kor am I sorry they etn be identified, 

for now, before a general production of atomic power hat tone its 

irreparable harm, we siAclcarly confronted with t|^ neceefrity of 
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ensuring a permanent peace* I prny that we not permit our reives, 

now our suspicion* ere oner -roused , to permit them to be lulled 

b‘ 'honeyed arorde from our potential edteresrios* *he lesson of 

Adolph Hitler is so close that it would eeem we could rep«® cr it* 

'he oust not stop short of a solution which will guersniso world peace 

insofar as it is possible for. awn to make such a guarantee* 

Ko more do I hesitate to name the essentially democratic states 

of the world fch t, through their insistence upon outmoded an* ruth- 

less empire, so ; revely Imp* ir the voif ©f decency and per- no in 

the world* They are Britain, Franco, and the Netherlands, though 

others, including ourselv.s, are guilty in lesser degree* 

Argentine and Spain stand convicted by the declarations ©t* 

our own government, a government th t, strangely enough, refuses 

to take positive action against them even while acknowledging' their 

terrible guilt in contributing directly and indirectly to the death 

of American servicemen* The old men who lead us are too much awed 

by the ancient shibboleth of national sovereignty, it seems* Qm 

the one hand we see the guilty leaders of Germany and J«patt on 

trial for their lives, and on the other hand equally guilty men 

the honored lenders of nations* Somehow their decadent reasoning 

exonerates any bandit or gangster who can draw about hie shoulders 

the peculiarly charmed and inviolate cloak of an undefeated national 

sovereignty* In the case of Spain they permit a government, the 

child of fascism, installed in part by the action of the outlaw 

nations with whom we lately engaged in s death struggle, and in 

pert by our own criminal negligence in discharging our world obligations, 

to continue to impress its will upon the unfortunate people of §; ©in* 

Like i ontius Ail te they wash their heads after a i ious at? ter. ent 

decrying the wrong* In wh^t way can this complete retudi -tion of 
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intellectual honesty he rationalized? I confess th?t 1 d© not

wussie f', puporfieinlly , eee|gp the harder to arraign. She wsa, 
until the recent conclusion of hostilities, our active flly l* 1 
the greatest V; r of history, e v. r in which we needed her oirt, end 
she ours, and without which mutual aid it seemed ireprofcnble , prior 
to the discovery of the store bomb, th t any of us could hsve wen 
the victory essential to our respective ways of life. It has heen 
the earned prayer of the millions of the world tht soreehow 
Russia would identify herself, both by word and de* d, with an earnest 
desire for world peace, let arraigned she must be. Ruesiaf by 
her recent actions, has exposed herself as a danger in the world, and 
no amount of lip service, now, to the ideals of the United H tiene 
should be allowed to blind us to the realisation of th t for which 
Russia actually stands. e will do well to perceive that war makes 
strange bedfellows. 

Lucid reason should he vs told us that Stalin* s Russia is no 
more to be trusted than Hiuier** Germany. Her fault is inherent 
in her structure. She is a police state, without responsible 
public opinion, in which the will of the nation is the will of e 
single man. One can scarcely live in continued safety in a world 
where such a nation exists, particularly if the nation be a major 
one soon likely to succeed in erasing herself with the weapons of 
atomic warfare# hven were the good faith of the present Russian 
diet - tor to be granted, which cen hardly be the case, there is no 
guarantee that her future leaders will continue to be responsible. 
Lhe last Hanoi eon is yet unborn. Probably the world will go on 
pro luring: these pover-ersaed madmen up to the day of its end. But 
is there sny reason why we democratic peoples of the world should

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of power for such a man exists r rdy ttade and welting for the 
v ould-be conqueror to occupy it? We shall never be able to 
prevent Napoleons from being bom* We Can try, however, to deny 
them all power for all time. 

Aside from the danger inherent in Russia’s very political 
system, whet is the record of our late ally? It must be eandldJky 
admitted by rny fairminded individual, I think, fchrt nusaie* s lets 
actions cannot, e visa op tlr.i s tical ly , be considered those of a 
nation actiny with a sole purpose of furthering peace in the earth* 
Rather, she behaves re the conqueror preparing for further wars v 
of conquest* Already posr eased of ono-eighth of the earth* e lands, 
and the cert: in realisation that any reasonable, request#irt»e makes 
will be seceded to, she simply sieves what she desire* by unilateral 
action* Power politics is in full swing irt the world of today, and 
Rue sic is the chief protagonist of the ugly game* Treaties and 
obli| tions are meaningless* 

Russia hen absorbed the Baltic states contrary to the wishes 
of those peoples* ill of eastern -trope is occupied, and though 
the occupation is perhaps justifiable, the utter, ruthless domination 
of those populations cannot be justified* In Yugoslavia another 
vicious dictatorship under Russian tutelage takes form. Turkey 
lives in con t ant dread of Russian military might* Iran, in 
violation of express treaty obligations, has had her territorial 
integrity violated, and though she earlier protested, her now 
unnatural silence is even more ominous* Manchuria, the territory 
of our common Chinese ally, is r ued, and remains occur. lad in 
violation of ausso-Chinese »g** eeB! «nb • Other Chinese territory has 
been wrested from China to form so-called free republics, snd 
treeti'-c have been extorted to legalise the plunder* And over all 
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territory which Russia ©ccupias, whether by right or wrong, at 
well as over Russia hersel f , has descended whet Churchill aptly 
describes as an "iron curtain.* goes on behind this curtain 

we ora not permitted to le rn, though what few glances we have 
been permitted are disconcerting, for Stalin* e Ruesia bears a 
striking resemblance to Hitler* a Gam any. From behind the curtain 
aoma occasions! southings of ha.iroi an-i vituperation ** a last our 
way of life, alternating with short periods of sweet reasonableness 
when Russia knows she has pushed matters too far for a nation not 


as yet armed with atomic weapons. And the regimented janissaries 
of tha unofficially reborn Communist Interaction? le, once again 
in obedience to orders from Moscow, cry their paen of hate and 
non-cooperation in all the 1 nds of the earth with the hope that 
their b? leful influence will speed the coming of chaos and bring 
the day of revolution. Peace will not live for long in such an 
atmosphere. 

f»o man can honestly believe that Russia *s objectives are 
proper* On the contrary an examination of the Russian record must 
fill one with foreboding, i'he least that one can conclu da Is that 
they are the actions of a nation not unwilling to have recourse 
to warfare to win her ends. And since this time so much is at 
stake, reasonable men cannot afford to gamble that the record is 
other than what it eeems-the record of an aggressor, the record of 


a breaker of the peace among nations. 

This cannot be meant to be the world for which the men of 


democr: cy fought their longest, most terrible war. It reminds too 
much of the last half of the last decade when naked force strode 
; rro ant and proud through the erth breaking all decency to its 

iron will. It reminds too much of tfest which we but a short time 
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ago wt»at to a mr to end# In fact, it is the same old poison abroad 
in the earth once more. Only the names sre charred. But this time 

I pray to Alfeghty «od that we shall not fail. It is n#t' 4oo late 
yet. it, « 5 li only be too lrte when thh first aggressor hn«? rui’s iciently 
araod hims.lf with the weapons of atomic '•»ar / "ai‘o. t. have remaining 
to us three to live more years* our scientists tell us* Then, if 
e have failed, it will be too late* The er;a of our wor d, as we 
underrt nd it, will be upon us* b uc h little future as may remain to 
us will be at the sufferance of our enemies* Our onl hope will 
be the improbable h.-pe th fc atomic w*.*» ons will somehow not be' 
used, 

braham Lincoln, in his life, gave voice to two great truisms: 

*/• nation divided gainst it self cannot stand," end "This nation 
cannot exist half sieve and half "ree, * True of the nation in 
Lincoln’s day, it requires no gro^t -erception to see that these 
statements ere even more applicable to the entire earth in the 
present ago. For the word "nation", then, I substitute "world*, fhd 
in the rereading I clearly see th> two gre t ills of asy world* The 
one, absolute national sovereignty, rampant and unchecked; the other 
th't peculiar sense of fale^ superiority latent in nil men which 
permits men and nations to arrogate themselves to be the overlord 
of their brothers, Goth must be relegated to history before there 
can be world peace, 

I would sew the United States, then, as her final act of 
complete national sovereignty, ee, use and enforce a program where- 
by both unchecked national sovereigr.ti os end domination of subject 
peoples be brought to a conclusion. I would see my nation enforce 
such a program , even to the extent of a war in wb ch she used the 
wv sj on? of atomic warfare gainst those who refused to guarantee 
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peace of the world. And then I would aee America honorably 
relinquish her power to a world, government end subside to the lofil 
of a no longer completely sovereign member of s family of netJiRs 
also no longer completely sovereign* 

I am <10 are that some men say we dare not risk a future in a 
world, whtre we have hot our complete sovereignty* My answer is 
that v,e dare not risk a world any longer in' which nations are 
sovereign* *h«t era ended when the first toisic bomb fell on 
Hiroshima, “ncl since we c-mot, in connciPn.ee, set out to rule 
the world, nor consent to rule by another nation, we mart rgree to 
rule by the entire world, 

Terhaps the one great objection to world government ie the 
objection th t if war be forever outlawed, the peoples of the earth 
will no longer have © means of forcing political change upon their 
reluctant rulers. It is a v lid objection. Only through revolution 
and force of eras have most important political advancement r been 
achieved* In such a way our own nation was born* But an adequate 
substitute exists, and has already been used with an encouraging 
degree of success in Greece. is the internationally supervised 
election under the authority of which representatives of world 
government can supervise free, secr< t, and democratic elections at 
st- ted interv Is in all parts of the a rth, and between elections could 
ensure th - 1 no coercion or Intimidation of a clitiesi opposition ia 
tolerated. I would have no fear in a world where the exercise of 
a free vote was guaranteed. I would hove no objection to hsving my 
elections supervised by a superior government if I could knot, that 
the right to free %Ov?rn«ent was being equally enforced throughout 
the e- rth.

in allocating the representation. This ccurt-governrent mould 
operate by majt rity decision in terms of specific cases brought 
before it as do our appellate courts. There should be no legist 
lrtive, and but a bare minimum of executive power, for these ere 
the types of power which feed on thv ^selyes and grow beyond original 
intendment* independent and adequate revenues should be drawn 
directly from the peoples of the e- rth, and the powers of this 
court -government should be strictly end exhaustively delimited by 
a written constitution grunted it by the peoples of the earth. And 
the duties of this body should be only those of interpreting and 
effectuating that constitution, end of issuing temporary orders 
pending such determinations. 

This constitution should give world government power to

Guarantee free ■ hyrical access to the markets of the 
earth by the most convenient routes;

the nation’s political stability, productive power t 
and continued devotion to the waye of democracy 
and freedom, the nations of the earth h ving been 
totally disarmed; 

have the sole custody of and control over atomic power 
except as it can be safely turned to peaceful 
endeavors; 

administer those peoples of the e r rth clearly in- 
capable of self-government until such time as 
they became politically responsible; 

punish as criminals any person or group of persons who 
tran f gross the guarantees of the peoples of the 
earth. 

It will be noted there is no suggestion of vesting any economic 
powers in world government, hot only la economic power of the essence 
of a nation’s separate life, and properly a national function, but 
were economic considerations to be interjected, there could be no 
early agreement, and we must have agreement upon a stronger world 
governing body very soon* »or is there any proposal that a 
universal syrtem of government be prescribed. If America wishes 
to be a capitalist; republic , Russia a communist republic, and 
Britain a socialist monarchy, that is a smell matter, and one of 
national privilege. There must be one qualification however, and 
that is that all systems must be democratic, granting the governed 
the opportunity, at set intervals, to retain or change the government 
by which they are governed. In short, all systems must be democratic 
for only democracy is safe, and only through democratic government 
can the legitimate, continuing aspirations of the world’s people 
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be realized, 

The world government which I envisage would exist, for but two 
fundamental^ purposes: To strip away forever the power oi nation* 
to wage w r^and to free all wen ta-i forever guarantee the* lo tholr 
freedom. Cnly to that extent should the sovereignty of *h« nations 
of the? world be impaired, an# th* t is all that li neces. to 
accomr ah the greet purpose. 

I think the leaders of the United States fail to apprehend *he 
readiness of their people to support a truly forceful prog**® 
having a a its objective the permanent outlawing of war. 7 have 
talked to f merles ns in many walks of lift*, and 1 find on ell rides 
a desperate awareness of the dangers of this post-war world* I 
find a readiness to assume the burden of any pro gran which will 
offer » reacona le possibility of riding the world of the fear 
which again pervades it. I suggest th# t the leaders of the United 
States &re not worthy of the people they govern# 

I submit th&t florid XI another of the msny ft^u^tive 
wars lately fought by the deroocr tic *#rld for no better purpose 
than to have won and prepare for another w*r, I submit that the 
United Nations Organisation, child of the late war, is at present 
a failure in which no responsible man can place his trust, I submit 
th# t we must have an International government which will permanently 
out la « war, and soon, for there is little time, 

America stands today at the peak of her power. For so long a * 
she alone is possessed of atorac weapons* she is the one gr at power 
in the earth, beside her axl others are aa nothing. - v « ®*y fsil 
to comprehend the immensity of cur power, but be assured, our enemies
